DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the amendment filed June 2, 2008. The 
amendment has been approved for entry. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 23-44 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the remarks regarding 
Urai et al. are found persuasive, in particular Urai et al. fails to anticipate when in determining 
the instantaneous driving situation of the first vehicle, in addition to the registered acceleration of 
the first vehicle, a registered current relative acceleration between the first and second vehicles is 
also taken into account. Eckert et al. fail to anticipate or render obvious determining whether a 
predefined waming condition is fiilfiUed based on the instantaneous driving situation of the first 
vehicle, and on the predefined emergency braking deceleration, wherein the waming condition 
includes, as target conditions, a predefined target safety distance and a predefined target relative 
speed between the first and second vehicles, which are to be attained after the automatic 
emergency braking process is completed.
